this account the physician should 
be called at once and he will en- 
large the wound and remove all 
foreign material and clean it out 
in such a manner as to prevent 
tlo- development of the germs or 
aeed of disease. In order to se- 
cure results it is generally neces- 
sary to administer ether or some 
other general anaesthetic. The 
anti-tetanus serum is of real value 
as a preventive measure,, provid- 
ed it is given within a few hours 
after receipt of injury. 

Parents should realize that 
Fourth of July and other tetanus 
or lock-jaw is easy to prevent 
but extremely difficult to cure 
Every punctured wound should 
receive careful medical attention. 
However slight the injury may 
appear, summon a physician who 
will adopt energetic measures. 
Most lives aresacrified from lock- 
jaw which put reliance upon 
home treatment. 

The State Board of Health 
keeps a constant supply of anti- 
serum at it* Laboratory in Bowl- 
ing Green and can supply it st 
actual cost to any physician who 
wires or telephones for it.
